Adams County poultrymen, m eet­ 
ing Wednesday evening at the court 
house, learned th at their difficulties 
likely will increase during coming 
months rather than decrease. 
C. O. Dossin, poultry extension 
specialist from State College, told 
the group that all forecasts Indi­ 
cate increased num bers of eggs and 
broilers coming on the market, with 
the result that the prices the farm ­ 
er will receive for the products will 
probably decline. At the same time 
the price of feed will probably con­ 
tinue high as will most other costs 
in connection with the production of 
eggs and chickens. 
As if the increased cost of pro­ 
duction and the lowered profits were 
not bad enough news, the poultrv- 
men also revealed that they have 
been 
suffering 
from 
greatly 
in­ 
creased depredations from dogs and 
foxes. 
.too I-oxes Killed 
Reports from the poultrymen in­ 
dicated a number of incident* re­ 
cently in which dogs mauled or 
killed 
chickens. 
One 
poultryman 
near New Oxford, it was reported, 
found six dogs in his chicken house 
a few weeks ago. The dogs, it wa* 
stated, had killed 150 chickens. 
According to report* at the m eet­ 
ing the state will investigate and if 
the dogs are licensed the owners of 
the dogs will be required by the 
state to pay for the damage done.

SEOUL, Korea lit — Communist 
big guns turned back an Allied 
raid with their m ightiest barrage 
of the year W ednesday. It was the 
sam e day Red truce negotiators 
threatened to renew heavy fighting 
in Korea. 
The Communists poured 7,126 
rounds of fire on U. N. positions In 
the 24 hours ended at 6 p. rn. 
Wednesday. T hat’s five tim es the 
Reds’ norm al volume in the pres­ 
ent limited action phase of the 
war. 
Half the shells broke up an Al­ 
lied raid on a three-hill enemy

Korangpo on 
the 
Western Front. Heavy Communist 
m ortar and artillery barrages also 
pounded two sectors east of the 
once heavily-contested punchbowl 
on the E astern Front. 
Intensity of the Red fire didn't 
m atch Allied peaks of up to 20,000 
rounds in a single day.

South Korea. 
It cam e as North Korean Oen. 
Nam ll. the Reds* top truce ne­ 
gotiator. told the Allies at Pan- 
munjom the Communists “ shall not 
sit idle” during what he called 
slaughter of their captured soldiers. 
U. N assault troops had Stormed 
♦wo of the hills near Korangpo 
within three hours of their 3 a. rn. 
attack 
The third held out until 
3 30 a. rn. Tanks provided fire sup­ 
port in the attack on one hill and 
U. N. troops assaulted with fixed 
bayonets on another. The Reds left 
105 soldiers dead or wounded.

two Chinese companies preparing 
to assault the m ain United Nations 
line.

And if the U S. thought of m arch ­ 
ing out of Jap«.,i, at least until 
he Japanese built som e defenses 
bf their own, th at would be another 
invitation.
